1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants argument 
page 10 lines 15-17 make clear the claim language that reads "said arbiter circuit activating, 
when said data is input to/output from none of said plurality of circuit blocks, either one of said 
first and second signal transmitting circuits in each repeater circuit, so that potential level of said 
bus node corresponding to said potential fixing circuit is transmitted to said data bus entirely." Is 
the arbiter activating the first or second transmitting circuit instead of the arbiter activating the 
potential fixing circuit as was read by the examiner. The examiner notes this reads on applicants 
figure 2 and not on applicants figure 1 as the examiner previously thought.
